Imr nt Anything but t'lillonopliy

They have In this city of AVnshlngton
a great many things one of which Is a
"School of Applied Klhlcs." I am not
about to treat this with levity, but
really It seems ns If the fact ot whnt
ethics Is or what really Is ethlcnl should
be first agreed upon before n school Is
founded, Hut practically, this "school"
Is but n debating or lecture club where
men of recognized learning nre allow ed
to talk ns they think Itself a very val-
uable thing. And men like Tellx Adler,
for cxnntplc, have nn opportunity to sny
something outside the stralght-Jnck- of
the other schools,

This Introduction Is to allow me a
chance to talk about a very suggestive
occurrence before this school yesterday,
l'our vers learned men discussed tho
question of labor. They were Utshop
Kcanc, rector of tho Cnthollo university
here; Carroll D. AVrlght, United States
commissioner of labor! AV T. Hnrrl",
commissioner of education, and Profes-
sor James McAllister, of Drcel Insti-
tute, Pa. I turned to It rather eagerls",
for with tho three gentlemen first
named I have had a pleasant rending
acquaintance for some sears. Hut the
question Itself was nnrrowed to begin
with by Its definition: "The llelatlon of
the University to the Labor Question."
The text of tho discussion wns an ad-

dress before this same society by Pro-
fessor Adams, ot Michigan, who held
thnt the development of the labor ques-
tion wns the development of a philos-
ophy. To this nil four agreed, but the
peculiar fact was the direction nnd con-

trol ot this philosophy by the university
or, In other words, the university Idea

of the labor phllosophs-- . That very fact
has l)eon the trouble with the "laborer"
In all the ages ho being governed by
tho philosophy of those who didn't labor
at anything but phllosophj-- . Bishop
Kenne, who presided nnd spoke first,
held that "It was essential that a right
ssstem of philosophy should be Incul-
cated," and then went on to claim that
religion as he regarded it was that es-

sential thing. Ho summoned up the
practical application In this way:

"That the control ot human contracts
was necesars. nnd that the state should
have the power to execute the moral and
ethical feiturcs of "itch contracts, with-
out granting too much to the Caesar of
authority. In order to popularize the true
phllosopns', the public mind must be im-
bued with Its truth, nnd that Is the func-
tion of a university, rather than of schools
of technology or other special department-i- l

schools The unlverltv teaches men
who are to think for the world, for educa-
tion begins at the top and thence renches
the m ise". The duts- - of the university is
first to send lorth teachers who will hold
to n true philosophy nnd who will not be
mystified b- - contradletorv, agnostic or
"Ueptlcal themes, thus ninklng a race of
skeptics and agnostic"

"They must teach not only phenomena,
but ethnical principle" It Is for man to
direct conilc forces and not to he d

by them. They must repudiate thesupremacy ot the serial contrict The
"tate hns a right to demand that Its money
"hull not support Institutions which teach
philosophies which experience has shown
to bo failures "

That w ould do vers well for n church-
man, as between the lines it is ns thor-
ough a dictation to the civil power as to
what should constitute the ethics of
public policy as could be formulated,
and as coming from the man there can
be no quarrel with his position as a
churchman Hut for Professor AV. T.
Hnrrls, lit st of all, the chief of the edu-
cational bureiti of the nation, to "in-
dorse tho views ot the bishop," Is quite
another thing, and shows that the guild
of the professor has obscured the xision
of the popular teacher. Personalis-- , too,
to see a Hegelian philosopher indorse
these Ideas is almost as Incongruous
We give below tho report as to his po-

sition:
"Commi"loner Harris indorsed the 'views

set forth by Pr Keane He agreed with
the thought that the university was the
fount iln of true knowledge, and he regret-
ted that there wire so m inj" iKilltlcai econ-
omists who wre teaching false dcctrlnes,
us to causes and effects on the labor ques-
tion The- were teaching false notions ns
to wealth, and Its relations to the Individ-
ual "

This Is a vers' remaikable utterance,
and after sears of rending nfter Profes-
sor Harris, It astonishes by Its distance
from tho teal "philosophy" of the labor
question

Commissioner AA'ilght was tho next
speaker, and is reported as Basing:
'"That there has been a lack ot sym-
pathy between tho laboring man and
the universities This has been much
chnnged within recent sears. T'lio cool-
ness between the people nnd tho univer-
sities ho deemed to be duo to the pro-

fessors of polltlcnl economs' who taught
abstractions and Ignored human rela-
tions," And Judging by what Hlshop
Keane and Professor Harris hold, that
ss mpath does not promise to be any
stronger very soon. Abstractions have
been tho stock In trade ot the univer-slt- s

fiom time ImmemoVlnl. Mr. AVrfght
does not go as far as Harris to de-

nounce skeptics and agnostics which
only means men who think for them-
selves In this age, and It is a good
thing to have the commissioner of labor
offset the commissioner of education in
this matter.

Dr. McAllister held "that the true so-

lution lay in the education of the
masses. He refened to the long dis-
tance between tho laboilng man and tho
university. Man must bo educated

lie Is man AVo nto succeeding In
universal education bo far as elemen-
tary education Is concerned,"

The peculiar fact in all these gentle-
men's talk Is that they treat tho uni-
versity as befoio the man, Instead of the
mnn beforo the unlversltj', AVhat Is tho
unlveislty, anyhow? It Is simply nn or-
ganized dispensatory of the best
thought of Its time In the higher sense

but practically It Is teaching those
who have not read books what the few
have read und do read. Nobody that
history ever told about ever thought, or
taught, an original thing, until after he
left the university, I am not quarreling
with tho university at all, only with tha
pretensions of Its muemoteclinlo guild,
and Its now really Impertinent claim to
dictate the "philosophy of the labor
question," while for centuries It has
been the conservator In collusion with
dogma of all the oppressions of labor
the world has ever seen, and ostracised
tho emancipators of the race ever since
the disciples ot Gamollel made their
raids on Damascus. And I have no pa-

tience with a disciple of Hegel who fiom
tha vantage ground of the highest edu-
cational olllcer of the nation Indorses
tho denunciation of skeptics and ag-
nostics.

past universities, If the Greek nnd
lloman civilizations were pagan, let us
have something else than the sarco-
phagi of their philosophies In the domi-
nance of thought that Is only In the fos-
sil state In the ilend languages. Until
the universities have chairs fitted with
practical potato raisers, fruit growers,
grain cultivators, live stock breeders
nnd poulterers, machinists, nchltects
and landscape engineers, they have no
business to Interfere with the labor
question, They are not lenchers, not
even amateurs, and nre simply a class
ot traditional thnt have
come down to us from before the art of
printing, or the discovery of applied
mechanics. It the universities hnd been
kept out ot the control of modern
thought nnd the men who Invented Inbor
Bavlng machinery been permitted to or-

ganize labor along tho lines of their In-

ventions the workman would not have
been In prnctlcnl slavery as he Is s.

Hut the "ethics" of these Idle
speculative gentlemen have so ordered
things that money bought the machin
ery, university law gave It corporate
power, nnd labor was forced to compete
with Itself for tho privilege ot tending
the machine. Had the labor guilds of
thnt time the equivalent ot the unions
of tO'dnj' taken control of tho Inven-
tions of Arkwrlght, Stephenson nnd
AVhltney, and made them the property of
the workman, the civilization of the
woild y would have been far differ-
ent from what It Is. Hut the "ethics" ot
the philosophers would not see the Inbor
gospel, and so under Its tuition labor

V Glint Cherry Taken Out AVIth J'rozcn
1'nrlli and Movnl to Auutlirr l'lnee.

Just before midnight one night In tho
mid lie of Pebrunry last a cherry tree
with earth attached., weighing twelve and
thiee-quaite- tons, began the passage
fiom the Jelferson Knovvles estate nt
Paw tucket and Plotcher stieets to the
giounds of or Plehl's residence, In
Mldllcsex street.

Thu tree was on a sled, and tho way

During the cold snap tt trench was dug
around tTie tree, avhlch is an old ono and
grown on the grounds.
